The second important fac- 
tor in the company’s philoso- 
phy was the willingness, then, 
to abide by those policies even 
in the face of great pressure. 

Lane drew a parallel with the 
grow th of Menio Park, pointing 
out that because geographical 
limitations destine it forever 
to remain a a small city, it must 
make up in quality what it al- 
ways will lack in size. 

He predicted that the city 
will be faced with many temp- 
tations to break down its stand- 
ards.

The Freeway: Still No Answer 
To Local Traffic Problems 


The State Highway Commission has adopted a pro- 
posed route for the so-called Willow Sand Hill Freeway 
link through Menlo Park. 

They say it costs less, and is more equitable in its 
distribution of damage to benefitting cities than previous 
proposals. There, say the highway commissioners, it is. 

With a weary sigh, we once again reiterate our stand 
on the whole thing: 

A road link between Willow Road in Menlo Park and 
Sand Hill Road in Stanford is necessary. A freeway is not 
necessary. It confers no advantage on the cities through 
which it would be cut, it solves no local traffic problems, 
and only four per cent of its users would, according to the 
Division of Highways projectionists, use it for through 
travel from Dumbarton Bridge to the regions west of Menlo 
Park and vice versa. 

Since the state highway commission appears to have a 
mania for building freeways without regard to local prob- 
lem$ or the solution thereof, it looks as of we ought to pick 
up our marbles and go home, starting all over again and 
working exclusively with agencies which are sensible about 
local problems. 


Activities Building Bond 
Deserving of Support 


Tuesday, voters of the City of Menlo Park will go to 
the polls to cast ballots on whether or not the city’s facilities 
should be augmented by the addition of a community ac- 
tivities building in the civic center. 

It should be a joyful occasion, for it will provide an 
opportunity for the city’s voters to decide how the money 
they have been and will continue to invest, in the form of 
sales tax collections, will be spent. 

We think the proposed $450,000 bond issue, to be 
retired from the sales tax revenues, will be properly spent 
on such a building, which will be of use and value to just 
about any segment of the community want to name. 

Some days and evenings might well be set aside for 
meetings of adult service and social groups, some hours 
of the day for extension classes and childrens’ acitivities 
and some for youth activities, 

That the city is woefully short of meeting-hall space, 
there can be little doubt. 

Turn now to the financial aspect of this thing. 

The community activities bond issue is a fairly rare 
variety of thing in that its passage cannot possibly be re- 
flected in a raise in the property tax rate. 

The one per cent sales tax is a fact; we're all paying 
it. We're not going to get out of paying it, either. We 
think it wise, attractive and proper that its receipts be used 
in a tangible manner, for the benefit of the largest possible 
number of people in the city.

Council Candidates 
Deserve Gratitude 


This year Menlo Park voters face a fairly rare circum- 
stance: There’s a contested city election; four men are run- 
ning for three posts on the city council. 

Anybody who files for election to any public board, 
who is willing to assume responsibility for municipal gov- 
ermment without pay, deserves the congratulations of think- 
ing members of the community. 

Without such people local self-government would 
either disappear, or would be modified to the extent that 
our local governmental affairs would come to be run by a 
bunch of “experts” who might or might not have the great- 
est good for the greatest number at heart. 

There’s something else that the voters of Menlo Park 
haven't had in a local election for some years, also. This 
year, when the voters go to the polls, theyll have a chance 
to vote their convictions on certain issues confronting city 
government. 

The major issue, of course, is the freeway. The State 
Highway Commission has adopted a route which at least 
partially splits Menlo Park. 

The city council has a couple of weapons it can use 
if the majority of its members don't like this location. They 
can refuse to sign a street-closing agreement with the state, 
or they can petition the city’s legislative representatives 
in Sacramento to have the so-called Willow-Sand Hill Road 
link removed from the state highway system. 

Before casting your ballot in the coming election, 
youll do well, therefore, to find out how the various candi- 
dates stand on this matter. 

There are other issues, some of which require mature 
understanding such as can only be developed by long 
tenure on the council. The present incumbents who are 
running to succeed themselves, for instance, are well 
briefed in the intricacies of the city’s stand concerning the 
Ladera Dam, master planning for the future, and other 
items of business with which the council has concerned 
itself through the years. We therefore endorse the candi- 
dacies of Councilmen Ira Bonde and Michael L. Belangie. 

Of the other two candidates, James Calloway and Major 
Max Borchert, we endorse the candidacy of Calloway, who 
for the past two years has served with distinction as a mem- 
ber of the city’s recreation commission and who has dem- 
onstrated a vital concern for a wide variety of city problems.

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County Comment: 


Grand Jury Is County Watchdog

Practically since the begin- 
ning of local government his- 
tory the county grand jury has 
been making an annual report 
to the board of supervisors, 
sometimes being critical and 
other times praising the admin- 
istration of the many county 
offices. 


That routine was the same 
as followed by the 1962 grand 
jury but this time the report 
will have another use than to 
be just filed away with others 
drawing dust in hidden files. 


County Manager E. R. Stal- 
lings and the board of super- 
visors are preparing to an- 
swer every recommendation 
submitted by the grand jury. 

Stallings said that some of 
the recommendaations are 
“very sound” and undoubtedly 
will be put into effect as early 
as possible. Naturally, there are 


others — probably many of 
them — that the board will not 
find suitable to operations. 

One, for instance, is the rec- 
ommendation that comes in al- 
most every year to establish a 
county-owned laundry at Com- 
munity Hospital. 

The manager said this rec- 
ommendation had been analyz- 
ed on several occasions over 
the years and each time it was 
decided it was not feasible. 
First, the county would have to 
tie up a large sum of money, 
plus the fact that the county 
wants to stay out of competi- 
tion with private business. 

When we mentioned some of 
the other fields where the 
county is in competition with 
private business, Stallings said 
“we were hitting below the 
belt.” 

We referred to printing in 
particular. because that is our 


field, but we didn’t seem to get 
the message across. Several un- 
ions have complained because 
the county hires its own work- 
ers instead of getting help from 
union personnel. This is an age- 
old question and the arguments 
on both sides have merit so 
“business” as such gets no- 
where. 

It will be interesting to 
read the supervisors’ answers 
to the grand jury recommen- 
dations. While they won’t get 
their way right down the line 
the jury members will at 
least know that county offi- 
cials are taking recognition 
of a year’s study into govern- 
ment operations. 

For the most part this year 
the jury gave more praise than 
criticism of operations, which 
could have been the signal for 
candidates to stay out of a fight 
with the present office holders. 

With the time for filing 
about over, the county will 


have one of the quietest elec- 
tions ever in June. 

The only spot that will hold 
interest is the race for county 
tax collector with three, and 
possibly four, in the battle to 
succeed Miss Lorraine Dickey, 
who is retiring. 

We’re told that there was a 
lot of big money floating 
around to finance a candi- 
date to oppose District Attor- 
ney Keith C. Sorenson, but 
up to the last minute, there 
was no one who would take 
the chance. 

The DA won so_ handily 
four years ago when opposition 
was supposedaly strong that ev- 
eryone isn’t anxious to take the 
obvious chance. Keith, who 
probably could have a superior 
judgeship appointment any 
time he wants it, apparently 
wants to stay where he is and 
until he decides to “move up” 
candidates will be few and far 
between.

At the civic center, available 
officers of the Menlo Park po- 
lice department currently are 
giving primary training to four 
new men, added this week to 
bring the police force up to its 
complement. 

The force attempts to keep 
its manpower up to the stand- 
ard of one officer for every 
thousand of population, and it 
doesn’t want to turn over law 
enforcement to new men who 
need at least some rudimentary 
training before they can be ef- 
fective. 

About the busiest people at 
civic center these days are the 
building inspectors. With more 
than $2,000,000 in new build- 
ing started just last month, 
new “starts” since then, and 
plans for new projects being 
brought in every day, they 
have plenty to do. 

They manage to keep pace 
with both in-office and out-of- 
office phases of their work 
in spite of the fact that both 
“work loads” are heavy. 


Mornings are spent in the 
office, answering the questions 
of prospective developers and 
citizens, as well as architects 
and contractors and afternoons 
are devoted to on-the-spot in- 
spections of construction going 
on. 

The planning department, as 
usual, is concerned with a va- 
riety of requests—some for 
variances of one sort or an- 


other, others for resubdivi- 
sions, and others regarding 
everything from downtown 


traffic patterns to annexations 
of territory not even within the 
city of Menlo Park at the pres- 
ent time. 

Just now, the city’s recrea- 
tion department staff is in a 
lull, getting ready for the 
storm. 

They're overseeing the 
maintenance of the equip- 
ment and turf at the various 
parks, in preparation for the 
usual summer rush. At pres- 
ent, though, things are large- 
ly routine. 

The street and parks depart- 
ment workers, besides working 
on the parks, are busy with a 
variety of street maintenance 
projects around town. None of 
them are major ones at this 
time, however. 

The street department got 
off fairly easily during the 
winter just past, with few 
emergencies. New drains in- 
stalled in all parts of town dur- 
ing the past several years

made spring it possible to start 
spring maintenance without the 
diversion of having to deal 
with storm-caused troubles. 
The library, as patrons 
well know, continues to be a 
busy place; most recent “new 
project” in evidence is the 
coming book fair, sponsored 
by the Friends of the Li- 
brary. This will be held next 
month and meanwhile, its 
organizers are looking for 
temporary storage space for 
all the books they hope to 
collect for the sale. 


At the schools? 

Well, as usual, as the saying 
goes, “school keeps.” 

In every classroom in the dis- 
trict, the youngsters appear to 
be being kept busy. A visit to 
the schools will affirm this. 


So, on the policy level, talk 
and argument may go on end- 
lessly. City councils may rise 
and fall. School boards may be 
split on policy. Members of 
audiences may rise to make 
points or refute statements. 
Self-ordained orators may ex- 
pound for hours. The whole 
thing may grow so confusing 
that the average citizens list- 
ening to it all, may find him- 
self lost in the turgid obfusca- 
tion. 

But the paid public em- 
ployees go on about their jobs. 
They'll continue to do so, un- 
less word filters down from the 
policymakers to the effect that 
they should change.

Final plans for an Atherton 
fire station to be erected on Al- 
mendral Avenue between Aus- 
tin Avenue and El Camino Re- 
al have been presented to the 
beard of commissioners of the 
Menla Park Fire District and 
have been approved. 

Arrangements have been 
made for the purchase of a sta- 
tion site fronting 75 feet on Al- 
mendral Avenue and the con- 
tract for the deal will be let 
soon. The site lies within the 
narrow boundaries of the Ath- 
erton district zoned for busi- 
ness purposes. 

It is planned to erect a build- 
ing of modern design which 
will conform in appearance 
with a block of business struc- 
tures which may be built at a 
later date. 

The contracting firm of Wee- 
den Brothers of Menlo Park 
has submitted a price for the 
station based on the final draft 
of plans and it is understood 
that no public bids are to be 
invited, since the fire district 
is organized under a state law 
which allows it to proceed with- 
out the necessity of calling for 
bids.

The earliest esttlers of the 
Menlo Park area, like those of 
other parts of the state of Cali- 
fornia, were men of deep reli- 
gious sentiment who began con- 
struction of places of worship 
almost as soon as they complet- 
ed their homes. 

Later settlers, too, were men 
of deep religious ccnviction. 
They numbered among them 
some of the barons of the Com- 
stock who once — after a disas- 
trous fire levelled a previous 
church in Virginia City — col- 
lected enough money to rebuild 
it at a single meeting of the 
congregation. 

Most of the earliest pioneers 
here were men and women of 
the Catholic faith. 

In the Menlo Park area, set- 
tlement and the growth of reli- 
gious institutions were hand in 
hand. 

One of the earliest settlérs 
in the area, Dennis Martin, 
who arrived in the area after 
crossing the continent in 
1846, set up a Catholic church 

— St. Denis’ — in this area 10 
years later.

Firemen of Today Preserve
